Remove 
from heat, stir into slightly beaten 
egg. Return to heat, stir and cook 2 
minutes. Add vanilla. Cover and cool 
thoroughly, stirring occasionally. Rub 
with vegetable oil a mold holding about 
5 cups. Dissolve gelatin in boiling 
water. Cool, then divide into 2 equal 
portions. Stir % cup milk into one 
portion and let stand at room temper- 
ature.

Chill until syrupy, then pour in 
bottom of oiled mold and continue 
chilling until firm. Chill gelatin-milk 
mixture until it begins to thicken, then 
whip with rotary egg beater until light 
and fluffy. Put on top of clear gelatin 
mixture. Chill until firm, then cover 
with cold custard mixture. Chill 
thoroughly. Turn out and serve at 
once. Garnish with sliced oranges if 
desired.

3—Greater opportunities for ed- 


ucation. Predicting the future will 
be left "to highly educated races 
who alone can handle the scientific 
apparatus necessary for 
preemi- 


nence in peace or survival in war," 
Churchill recommended equal op- 
portunities of education 
for 
all 


classes, a greater spread and in- 
crease of facilities for higher edu- 
cation, improvement of schools and 
additional training for 
teachers. 


Coupled with this, he proposed the 
part-time release of young persons 
from industry so they will have a 
chance to carry on general school- 
ing, and specialized training.

4—Postwar 
projects. 
Churchill

States, the NRPB proposed devel- 
opment of highways, rivers, hous-' 
ing, harbors, flood control, water 
power, control of pollution and sim- 
ilar projects.

ford to have idle people," Churchill 
declared, adding in reference 
to 


expansion of social security insur- 
ance that "the best way to insure

counted on the reconstruction pro- 
jects as taking up the slack 
in 


trade and industry,

visioned as expanding tremendous- 
y on a mass production basis.

Legislature 
Concerned 
With Economy 


By ED L. CAMPBELL 
Little Rock, March 25—(>{>)—From 


start to finish the recent session of 
the Arkansas legislature was con- 
cerned with one undying subject 
—economy. 


Out of the GO-clay whirlwind—dis- 


regarding (lie actual appropriation 
bills which fiscal authorities arc 
still trying to sort — came some 
new laws which may change the 
entire fiscal policy of the state. 


Governor Adkins is 
convinced 


that one — the budgetary control 
and pro-purchase authority act — 
will prove a milestone in the state's 
history. It certainly 
carried 
the 


power to be that. 


The law (SB 337) makes the state 


comptroller and governor absollutc 
masters of state spending — a fact 
some agencies will discover Comp- 
troller J. Bryan Sims predicts. The 
legislature will continue to approp- 
riate moneys but the comptroller 
will tell the departments when and 
how much of it they can spend. II 
provides for the most comprehen- 
sive analysis of state business ever 
known in Arkansas and has some 
teeth that can really bite. 


Budget requests must be in by 


October preceding the 
convening 


of the legislature and if they are 
not filed the 
responsbile 
official 


forfeits his salary until they 
are 


produced. Everyone concerned will 
have time to study these requests 
—thus removing a frequent criti- 
cism of legislative appropriationsm 
another bill (HB 341) makes sim- 
ilar provision for the budget 
re- 
quests. 


On the spending side, the state 


goes on n quarterly basis and the 
comptroller has the say on how 
much money can be used in any 
given quarter. 


To be sure the legislature is ad- 


vised, its joint budget committee 
will meet for 30 days before the 
session opens (HB 347) to study 
appropriations. 


And to prove that economy has 


started, 
institutions and depart- 


ments in the future will quit pub- 
lishing biennial reports in expen- 
sive folios but will content them- 


earned by their property in another 
state (HB 172) nnd resident Arkna-
